2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-106 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(2) as the prior art fails to teach each limitation of the present claims. 

Claims 1-106 fail to meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(3) as lacking an inventive step over the prior art. Bond teaches the administratioi 
of carvedilol or nadolol, inverse agonists, in a murine model of asthma. AH of the various categoris of drugs, beta-2 selective adrenergic 
agonists, steroids, anticholinergics, xanthines, anti-IgE antibodies, leukotriene modifiers and phosphodiesterase IV inhibitors, are well 
established in the prior art as safe and effective in the treatment of pulmonary airway diseases. For example, Drechsel teaches the 
administration of steroids, anticholinergics and leukotriene antagonists for treating COPD or asthma. Therapy for pulmonary airway 
diseases with multiple agents is conventional. 



Claims 1-1 06 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(4) as they are directed to treating pulmonary airway diseases with multiple agents that 
were previously administered in the prior art
